It b reported on good a u th o rity that 
troops a re ready to invade Salvador 
from throe sides.

sonnta. which the invaders en d eav o r­ 
ed to capture.

‘According to the story, 
the officers of the garrison at Sonsona­ 
ta w e r e bribed and on the day set for 
th e cm f i r i n g of tho town t h e coffee 
given to th e troops was doctored.

Clomoncoau warns them of the serious 
results to the ’ conic they represent If 
they persist in their determination not 
to perform their funcUon.

out that the law of ISS! gives him a 
month in which to decide whether lie 
will accept their resignations and that 
meanwhile the resignations would not 
become definitive.
